Sir; 


I find this Department often crippled by the absence of men from various causes, but 
chiefly through spells of long continued illness. 


These sicknesses are also, frequently of a nature calculated to unfit a man for the work he 
is called upon to perform. 


I have no desire to recommend a harsh or unreasonable act respecting men so situated, 
the Government however expects its work to be done, and where parties are so situated that they 
cannot do it, others must take their place. Absences of the kind referred to hinder the proper 
discharge of the work incumbent upon the Department, and I must in justice to duty request the 
dropping of such parties from the Rolls. 


Mr. James Trumbower, a man who when in health did his work well, has been absent for 
four months, with pulmonary troubles. In my judgement he will never be able to do the work 
assigned him, that of a Roller, and it is work about as light as any the Department affords. Under 
these circumstances I am compelled to ask that he be dropped from the Rolls. 


In view of your coinciding with this request I have taken the liberty of forwarding with 
this letter, a recommendation for the appointment of John Crawford, as a Roller, at present a 
laborer in your Department, to fill the vacancy that will occur by the dropping of Trumbower. 


Regretting that the requirements of the service make this action necessary I am
